In seven counties of Pennsylvania, em- 
‘bracing a population of more than 150,545 
| souls, rising one-twelfth of the whole popu- 
lation of the State, there is not a Baptist 
‘church nor a Baptist minister to be found. 
A regicn of country luxuriant in soil, rich 
in mineral resources, its people enterprising 
‘and intelligent; but, where our religious 
| sentiments are unknown, and where,if there 
| are individual Baptists scattered here and 
‘there over the field, they are as sheep with- 
out a shepherd, and are left to cry alone in 
the wilderness. In York county, contain- 
ling a population of about 50,000, there 18 
only a single Baptist church of twenty-five 
/members, (and that without a pastor,)which 
gives about one Baptist to every 2,000 in- 
In Dauphin county, with a 


the Capitol of the State, there exists but 
‘I'he thriving mining county of Schuyikill, 
which, at the last census, embraced a pop- 
ulation of 29,000, but since then rapidly 
increasing in numbers, wealth, and resour- 
ces, contains a Baptist church of thirty- 
five members, together with two small 
Welsh interests exerting but little influence 
onthe community. Inthe populous coun- 
ty of Berks, there are two churches, num- 
erry one hundred and fifty-five members, 
to 54,569 inhabitants. In Cambria coun- 
ty, one small Baptist interest to 11,256 in- 
habitants. In Lancaster county,known for 
its agricultural wealth, and giving support 
to a population of 84,203 souls, there are 
but three Baptist churches, containing in 
all one hundred and ninety-seven commu- 
nicants. In Juniata county, with 11,000) 
inhabitants, there is to be found only a sio-| 
gle Baptist interest of forty-seven mem- 
bers. Jn Northampton county, containing | 
a population of 50,000 we have two small 
Baptist interests. 

In Union county, 22,787 inhabitants, one 
Baptist church of thirty-seven members, 
and in Warren county, a feeble interest of 
forty-four members, to a population of 9,- 
278 souls. 

This, however, is but 4 small part of the 
real destitution of Pennsylvania. Out of 
fifty-six county towns in the State—seats

5. The current Assurances appear to be gradu- 
ated on the principle of the English table, that the 
sums paid into the hands of the company avail 
them but three and a half percent. This makes 
the premiums too high, or the final assurance in 
return, too small. ‘The writer of the document be- 
fore named, answers this objection (p. 11.) by say- 
ing,—“that the excess of premium is for the pur- 
pose of creating a fund to meet extraordinary loss- 
es. This excess of premium is not Jost to the as- 
sured in this company, as they receive all the ex- 
cess, after paying losses and expenses.” But if all 
the assured are members of the company,and share 
in its gains and losses, higher rates than the equit 
able, appear much less necessary. There may be 
some reason not duly appreciated ; but the expla- 
nation appears hardly sufficient. A long accumu- 
lation of capital in England has indeed reduced 
the rate of interest to three, or three and a half per 
cent: but the corresponding rate with us, is not

The Anti-Slavery Ordinance of 1787, 


The agitation of the question of more 
blave territory by the last Congress, aud the 
‘denial, on the part of the Southern mem- 
ders, of the right of Congress to prohibit 
the extension of slavery in the territories, 
very naturally suggest a reference to the 
ordinance establishing the North Western 
Territory. Thisordinance was reported 
to Congress, July 11th, 1787, by acommit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. Carrington and 
Lee of Virginia, Dane of Massachusetts, 
Kean of South Caroiina, and Smith of New 
York ; three from the South and two from 


| ber of votes wus twenty-three, all but seven 
of which were affirmative. More than two 
|thirds were in favor of the act, and yet it 
| was lost by the vote of seven men. The 
ordinance, as finally passed, April 23,1784, 
| speaks of the “free males,” and the “free 
,tuhabitants” of the territory, thus recogni- | 
|zing the existence or introduction of slave- | 
ity. 


| Congress, therefore, were of the opinion, | 
/at that early day, that the right of pr ohibit- | 
ing slavery in the territories, or limiting its | 
duration, was properly vested in the federal | 
government. A small minority only, dis:| 
sented from the act itself, and not from the 
admission of the right to pass such an act. 
The honor of having introduced into 
Congress the anti-slavery provision which 
was grafted upon the ordinance of 1787, is 
due to Mr. Rufus King, of New York. It 
,was moved by Mr. King, and seconded by 
Mr. Ellery, of Rhode Island, March 16th, 
1784, that the following proposition be 
committed: “Thatthere shall be neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude in any of 
the States described in the resolve of Con- 
gress of the 23d of April, 1784, otherwise 
than in punishmect of crimes whereof the 
party shall have been personally guilty ; and 
that this regulation shall be an article of 
compact, and remain a fundamental prinei- 
ple of the constitutions between the thirteen 
original States, and each of the States des- 
cribed in the said resolve of the 23d of April, 
1784.” 

On taking the question of commitment, 
it was carried inthe affirmative. Twenty. 
six votes were given, of whieh only eight 
were negative. Of the negative votes, one 
was from Maryland, two from Virginia,and
